Bon Alaska Will

J. G. Galvin, president of the 
Bon Alaska Mining company, ar- 
rived on the City of Seattle Mon- 
day from New York. When seen 
by the Sentinel reporter at the 
Wrangell hotel last evening Mr. 
Galvin said: 

“We are going to begin opera- 
tions at once, and expect to be 
shipping lead silver ore from the 
Lake group of claims within 30 
days. 

“C. J. Leeds and Bert McCay 
left here today for Mill Creek to 
make preparations for reestab- 
lishing the camp. An outfit of 
horses and camp equipment will 
arrive on the Jefferson. Horses 
and caterpillars with trailers will 
be used in hauling out the ore, a 
distance of about four miles from 
salt water. 

“We will employ about 20 men, 
and expect to increase this num- 
ber as soon as we get operations 
under way. This is all the news 
I will have for youuntil I am able 
to report that we have made a 
shipment of ore.”

MYSTIC SHRINE 
HISTORY DATES 
FROM 689 A.D. 


(By L. L. Harding) 

A few facts relative to the origin 
and objects of the great Ancient 
Arabic Order Nobles of the Mys- 
tic Shrine — distinguished repre- 
sentatives of which order will be in 
the city todgy seem opportune at 
this time. / 

The Order of the Mystic Shrine 
was founded in Mecca and existed 
as a great power as early as 698 
A. I). The ritual originated in 
Alleppo. It was very active in 
Arabia from its foundation. In 
1837 it was created in Cairo and 
rapidly spread throughout Egyp*. 
Prominent Musulmans comprised 
its membership in Southeast Eu- 
rope. Shrinedom’s constant aim 
and purpose in. the Mediterranean 
and Europe was the aquisition of 
power which it used solely to bene- 
fit the communities by subsiding 
the turbulent elements without re- 
gard to religion or nationality. 
The order acknowledged a true 
and everlasting God, and on this 
principle they judged and punished 
criminals that had escaped justice, 
as mysteriously as they did it mys- 
teriously as they did it boldly. 
The emblem of the order was a 
crescent formed by two large tiger 
claws, joined together by a plate 
of gold, on one side of which was 
acrrescent formed by two large 
tiger claws, joined together by a 
plate of gold, on one side of w!:ich 
was represented a female sphinx. 

Shrinedom flourished in Medit- 
erranean countries, in Egypt and 
neighing countries and as far 
as India. Nearly every govern- 
ment official was a member of the 
Shrine. 

Brought to West. 

In 1870 the noted actor W. J. 
Floreace, in Marseilles, France, 
by influential friends. was invited 
to a ceremonial in the Shrine Tem- 
ple called ‘‘Bokhara,”’ the Poten- 
tate being Yusef Churi Bey; the 
ceremonial was put on with full 
Oriental splendor and wonderful 
scenic effects. So profound was 
the impression made on the actor 
that he immediately endeavored to 
get the ritual, and though his ef- 
torts and the endeavors of Dr, 
Walter N. Fleming, succeeded in 
doing so. 

In 1872 Doctor Fleming pro- 
cured detached and mutilated sec- 
tions of a translation of the ritual 
of the Arabic Egyptian Order of 
the Mystic Shrine which had been 
brought to America by one of the 
foreign representatives through the 
hands of Oswald Merle D’ Aubigne, 
32 degree. It was exceedingly im- 
pertect and incomplete and badly 
translated. Another section ot the 
ritual was brought from Oriental 
Europe by Illustrious Brother W. 
J. Florence. Through the efforts 
of these two Nobles, assisted by a 
noted linguist, the translation was 
completed in its present form and 
was a perfect translation and ‘the 
same ritual used by the second 
Kalit, Omar the Magnificient. In 
introducing the order in America 
it was deemed advisable to restrict 
the secrets to Masons of the high- 
est degrees only. 

Noble, Fleming and Florence 
conferred the order upon eleven

distinguished Masons, and these 
thirteen constituted the first 
Shrine Temple at New York City. 
It was named Mecca. These 
brothers conferred the degree on 
others for the purpose of spread- 
ing the order, There are today 
over one hundred and fifty temples 
in North America, with a member- 
ship totalling many thousands. 
Knigt Templar Masons of the 
York Right and Thirty-Second 
Degree Masons of the Scotish Rite 
only are eligible for membership 
in the Shrine. 

The ffrst Temple established on 
the Pacific Coast was that of Islam 
at San Francisco in 1883; then 
came El Kader Temple at Port- 
land, where the Imperial Council 
meets this year; then the Los An- 
geles Temple and fourth, Afifi 
Temple whose divan is accompany- 
ing the Imperial Council to Alaska 
this month, 

The first Imperial Council, the 
governing head of all Shrinedom, 
was established in 1876, and the 
Imperial Council are also Alaska 
visitors this month, and it will 
confer the degree on the fifth 
Alaska candidate at Juneau—the 
first time this has been done in the 
history of Shrinedom in North 
America.

Biographical Sketches of the 
Nominees 


James M. Cox was born at 
Jacksonburg, Ohio, March 31, 
1870. His parents were Gilbert 
and Eliza A. Cox. He received 
a public and high school educa- 
tion, was reared on a farm, 
worked in a printing office, taught 
a country school, became a news- 
paper reporter and was connec- 
ted in an editorial capacity with 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. He 
bought the Dayton Daily News 
in 1898, and the Springfield Press 
Republic, 1903, forming the News 
League of Ohio. He was a mem- 
ber of the 6lst and 62nd Con- 
gresses (1909-13), Third Ohio 
district. He was governor of 
Ohio from 1913 to 1915 and from 
1917 to 1919. On September 15, 
1917 he was married to Margaret 
Blair of Chicago. He is a mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Church. 





Franklin Delano Roosevelt was 
born at Hyde Park, Dutchess 
county, N. Y., January 30, 1882. 
He received the degree of A. B. 
at Harvard in 1904, and from 
1904 to 1907 attended Columbia 
Law school. He was married to 
Anna Eleanor Roosevelt of New 
York, March 17, 1905. In 1907 
he was admitted to the New York 
bar; practiced with Carter Led- 
yard and Milburn, New York, 
from 1907 to 1909 when he be- 
came a member of the law firm 
of Marvin, Hooker & Roosevelt. 
He was elected a member of the 
New York State Senate in 1910. 
On March 17, 1918, he resigned 
from the Senate to accept ap- 
pointment as assistant secretary 
of the Navy. He was a member
